IOTA Contest Results 


Provisional results for the Islands On The Air contest held last July have now been 
published. Over 2,200 logs were submitted for this very popular contest, including 22 
logs from Irish stations. 


Local stations were well up in the rankings: these included Papa Lima DX-Group 
(EJ1Y) - on Great Blasket Island - who achieved 2nd place in the Island DXpedition, 
Multi-Operator, High Power section; Gerard Scannell, who was Ist in the Island 
DXpedition, Single-operator Unassisted, CW 24hr, High Power section; East Cork 
Amateur Radio Group (EI7M) who were 2nd in the Island, Multi-Operator, High 
Power section, and Mark EI6JK, with 3rd place in the Island, Single-operator 
Assisted, SSB 24hr, High Power section - at the same time setting a new Irish record 
in this category.

The next Amateur Station Licence Examination will be held on Thursday, 27th 
November in the ComReg Offices in Dublin. Full details, including entry procedure, 
examination fee and how to pay the fee on line are available at www.irts.ie/exam . 
Please note that it is necessary to download the application form from the web page 
and forward the completed form and the appropriate fee so as to secure a place for the 
examination. If you pay the fee on line you must still complete and forward the 
application form. The closing date for receipt of completed applications is Tuesday 
11th November. Three Exam Reports which were previously published in Echo 
Ireland are now available on the Downloads section of the website at 
www.irts.ie/downloads under Studying for the Harmonised Amateur Radio 
Examination Certificate. These reports contain very useful information for anyone 
studying for the Licence Examination
